Stockholm, July 21.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press).—An autospy on 
King Charles XII, Sweden's warrior king, 
killed in ba\tle almost two hundred years 
ago, to detc-rniino 
whether 
the 
shot 
through the temples which caused his 
death, came from the enemy's- lines or 
from an assassin among his own men has 
just been made here in an effort to solve 
one of the mysteries of history. If the 
bullet enteifid the right temple it would 
indicate that it came from Fredikshald 
fortress before which the king's forces 
lay entrenched, while a shot from the 
opposite direction would show that it was 
lired by a traitor in his own ranks. 
Conclusion Not Yet Announced. 


The scientists who are conducting the 
investigation haven't yet announced their 
conclusions and will not until they have 
made an eff:)rt to fit together the pieces 
of bone taken from the wbund ,but the 
indications are that the bullet entered 
the right 
temple and 
came, therefore, 
from the enu-my. The wound on the right 
side is comparatively small as if made by 
an entering shot, while the left temple 
was bJo\\-n entirely awaj' and the left 
side of the skull shattered as would be 
caused by the missile as it emerged. The 
king's bodj' was examined in the old 
Knights church, where it lay in a simple 
coflin. 
It was covered with a linen 
shroud with the arms at the sides, with 
fingers meeting across the waist, the 
hands enca-icd in faded yellow gloves. On 
the head was a laurel wreath, placed 
there in January, 1719, the day he was 
buried. 


A Ma'stei-ful Countenance. 


Those who viewed the dead king were 
stnick by his masterfiil countenance, still 
bearing through all the years the look of 
a leader of men. 


The wound, covered by patches of 
linen, was f-mnd to consist of a cleft in 
the skull beginning at the left corner of 
the left eyo and extending at an angle 
of about 45 degrees upward to the right 
about threo inchcs. 


A triangular piece of bone, loosened by 
the bullet, was .still held in place by the 
skin. It was marked by a deep depression. 
According :o co'iteniporary accounts of 
the king's death, he entered the trenches 
the evening of Dec. 11, 1718, and went to 
a po'nt opposite wh'^re the Danes had a 
battery. 


With him wen' the engineer who had 
planned th'! trenches and Siquier, the 
king's aid-d'^ camp. 


Said He Killed Him. 


Ah Charles, lay on the parapet of the 
trench, his head an:' shoulders exposed, 
an enemy cannon fired a load of grapshot 
and the king fell dead. No question that 
a gnipe shot was the cause of his death 
ever arose until a 
year 
later 
when 
Siqnier, whiJe in a delirium of fever, said 
that he had murdered the king. When he 
recovered he was horrified at his own rav- 
ings, and denied until his death that he 
had killed the king. He died in poverty. 


Voltaire, who investigated the afl'air, 
reached the conclusion that the fatal shot 
could not have been fired by Siquier. The 
murder theory, however, once started, has 
persisted down to the present time.

Paris, Aug. 
20.—((Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—The Ger- 
mans, according to the French claims, 
not only deliberately caused the fires 
that have partially ruinfed the beauti- 
ful and famous cathedral of St. Quen- 
tin, but pillaged the city before they 
set fire to a part of it. 


The vandalism ts laid to the door of 
officers and soldiers of the 116th and 
117th regiments of the Twenty-fifth 
division and more or less directly to 
the commanders of these units, respect- 
ively Colonel Gjing, Colonel Klotz and 
General von Schaerfensteln, who are 
charged with having ordered a syste- 
matic pillage of St. Quentin as soon as 
they entered the city. 


Officers with orders to do the heavy 
work went about the city, it is claimed, 
and carried off furniture^ silverware, 
pianos and valuable pictures and ship- 
ped them to Germany. They even took 
safes filled with valuables and did It 
openly, piling their loot onto vans in 
midday. 
One oliicer and a number of 
soldiers were observed, it Is said, as 
they attempted to steal strong boxes 
from a bank. 


The pillaging troops worked under 
orders to establish a depot for loot on 
the route to Cambral, where "finds" 
from various towns were concentrated. 


The soldiers received instructions to 
take anything they pleased or that 
looked valuable and in consequence 
"cleaned out" the city of St. Quentin, 
as well as countless smaller places. 


Numberless men on furlough are 
said to have gone back to their homes 
laden with loot. 
One soldier of the 
lie^h is supposed to have uncovered 
thirty thousand francs and to have 
appropriated it, while smaller 6ums 
are missing from a number of homes.

Fuel .Boss Garfield Appeals 
to Business of Nation to 
Assist Him. 


CONSUMERS» DUTY 


TO CONSERVE IT 


Householders and Industry 
Can Make Situation All 
Safe by Economy. 


Washington, Sept. 13.—^Through th3 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, Dr. H. A. Garfield, fuel admin- 
istrator, has 
appealed 
to American 
business to assist in the conservation 
of coal. 
Dr. Garfield's appeal appears 
today in the official publication in the 
chamber as follows: 


"It is the duty of every American to 
save coal this winter. 
If every family 
will save a ton of coal, if every in- 
dustrial plant will save ten per cent, 
of the coal it uses, which ten per cent, 
is now wasted, the coal problem will 
be largely solved. 
There is plenty of 
coal in the ground, but there is h, 
shortage of cars and of labor at the 
mines. 


"If every family will reduce the 
temeprature of its house at l^st five 
degress, it will mean that millions of 
tons of coal will be saved and the 
health of the nation will be improved. 
This is not a hardship; it is a health 
measure, for most Americans live in 
superheated homes. 


Save One Ton in Twelve. 


"The coal supply can be conserve ! 
by more economical methods of firing, 
by sifting ashes, by watching the fur- 
nace door and by heating only tho 
parts of the house in use. 
To do thi-s 
is a public duty. 
If the householders 
of the country save one ton out of 
twelve, they save ten million tons of 
coal. 
The bureau of mines states 
that many plants waste as much as 
fifty per cent, of the coal they buy 
through unscientific firing and inade- 
quate equipment. 


"Immediate 
changes 
to 
efficient 
equipment are In many cases impossi- 
ble just now, when our need to save is 
greatest; but efficient firing a^nd intel- 
ligent effort on the part of all power 
plant operators to do the best they 
can with the equipment they have, 
would mean an enormous saving that 
would make the coal situation safe in- 
stead of critical. 


Business Organizations Can Aid. 
"The opportunity for business or- 
ganizations throughout the country to 
co-operate withthe stateand local fuel 
administrators now being appointed is 
obvious. 
It is the patriotic duty of 
every manufacturer to consider the 
problem of scientific firing and to see 
that his firemen and properly instruct- 
ed. 
Advice and information can be 
had for the asking from the bureau of 
mines, which has made extensive in- 
vestigation of the whole subject of 
scientific coal using. 


"The solution of the coal problem 
lies largely with the American people. 
The government cannot save coal for 
them; they- must save it for them- 
selves. 
They must not rely wholly up- 
on price fixing nor upon the ah-eidy 
overtaxed transportation system of the 
country, nor upon 
the 
effort to in- 
crease production nor upon the ap- 
portionment of coal, nor ifpon the ea- 
forcement of the law. 
All must co- 
operate. 
The 
consumer 
of coal in 
house and factory can co-operate most 
effectively by the economies suggest- 
ed." 


Social Democratic Party is 
Well-Night Wiped Out 
by the War* 
STRENGTH REDUCED 


BY THREE FOURTHS 
Despite 
Losses 
Political 
Activity Carried on With- 
out Abatement. 


BerUn, Sept. 12.—(Via London.)— 
The managing committee of the Ger- 
man social democrats has issued a con- 
densed report which is to be submitted 
to the party's convention to be held at 
Wurzburg next month. 


The record covers the three years 
ending March 31. 
The 
outstanding 
feature of the statistical record for this 
period is the appalling drop in the 
party's active membership. 
On March 
31, 1914, this numbered 1,085,900. 
In 
March of this y ear the membership 
was but 243,000. 


The report says that at the outbreak 
of the war half the male membership 
of the party was called to the colors 
and since then fully 95 per cent of the 
party's roll members have been draft- 
de. 
The rupture in the party's ranks 
brought on by the defection of the 
independents also has been responsi- 
ble for the loss of members. 


Three years ago the party counted 
174,750 women members and now this 
number 
has 
decreased 
to 
66,600. 
Despite the falling off in numbers, the 
report asserts that the political activ- 
ity carried on by the party has been 
of greater intensity than ever, and 
that the adoption of the peace resolu- 
tion by the reichstag was in no small- 
measure due to social democratic prop- 
aganda.

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THE GETTING OF A GOAT. 


Something is going hard with the nerves of 
such elements as stand for public opinion in 
Germany. 
If the tone and temper of news- 
papers and public men who may assume to 
speak for the Junker class be any criterion 
there is rapid progress of the operation that 
in chaste American parlance is known as get- 
ting the goat. 
We suspect—a plausible sus- 
picion, altogether—that 
the thing which is 
multiplying the anxieties of days of danger 
and nights of waking over that way is tiic 
clear 
evidence 
that the 
United States 
of 
America did not roll up its sleeves and jump 
into| this thing Avith any notion of busting up 
the war with a cold blufi:. 


From the kaiser down, all informed Ger- 
many knows that America is preparing for 
her part in finishing the war upon a scale 
scarcely second to Germany's scale of prepai'a- 
tion for beginning it. The discovery is a rude 
jolt; the conviction of it calculated to just 
about drop 'em dead. 
It is contrary to all 
the Prussian reasoning and in no wise pro- 
vided for in the German general staff's pro- 
gram. 
For two years, wliile flouting us, im- 
posing upon us, ]ilayiiig 
diplomatic tricks 
upon us, lying to us and outraging us, Ger- 
many was asking' lierself questions pertaining 
to us—and answering them herself. 


Would Ameriea figjit ? Xo. ('ould America 
fight if she Avould? Xo. 
('ould America make 
herself in any Avay foil in the war? 
Xo. 
America was a ])egligil)le quantity from f^vcry 
military viewpoint. 
So Germany kept at her 
agreeable and in some ways useful diversion 
of baiting and outraging America. At length 
the bust-up came and came suddcjily. 
Tiiat 
cut no figure iji Bei-Jin. 
America was still 
negligible as a quantity iii the wai'. Rut be- 
hold 
you, 
America 
has 
dojie 
sometl.ung. 
American destroyers have assisted to meet tlie 
menace of the German submarines. 
America 


delivering immense quantities ol' food to her 
allies. America has so far made it iinpossible 
for Germany to starve England. America has 
loaned billions to the allies and has voted the 
credits for billions and billions more. 
Aiiier- 
ica has landed an army in France. 
America 
is speeding all movements that there may be 
a half a million American troops on the battle 
fronts in Flanders by spring. 
America 
is 
training a wholly new army of over half a 
million and by midwinter will have trained 
and equipped forces of a million and a quarter 
mea for readiness to do battle. 
America has 
voted more than six hundred million dollars 
to the development of her aerial branch of 
service. 
America will put as rapidly as the 
money can get results over three hundred mil- 
lions of dollars into destroyers to turn loose 
against the kaiser's submarine murder craft. 
To sum up one phase of preparation, there has 
just been made the law a measure appropriat- 
ing twelve billions of dollars—good American 


ready to take the pope's proposals as a basis 
and trust to Prussian bluff, bulldozing and 
diplomatic trickery to grab something off the 
council table that can be exhibited to the peo- 
ple of Germany as a prize of the war. 


• America w^s slow to get into this bloody 
mess and America is not going to be ready to 
get out of it until there is good' hostage for 
the thing that she bared her breast to secure. 
Not on our precious life as a democracy is 
there going to be a peace to which America 
can or will give sanction and subscription 
until it is the peace that these millions of 
lives and these billions of money are pledged 
to exact that the world may be made safe 
for democracy. 


Conviction of that entered the stolid head 
of Prussian militarism when President Wilson 
courteously but firmly said, ''No, thank you," 
to Pope Benedict. 
That is getting and at 
length will completely get the kaiser's goat.

THE STATE NEEDS GOODRICH. 


At the time this is written Governor James 
P. Goodrich is still living. 
We are sure it is 
the prayerful hope of all the people of Indi- 
ana that he may be spared to his state and 
vouchsafed a speedy and complete recovery. 


Since the dark and perilous days of the 
civil war there has been no period of Indi- 
ana's history when the state stood in such 
stress of need for a strong and .experienced 
hand at the helm as at this time. 
In the 
breasts of all loyal citizens personal feeling 
and partisan prejudice must give way to the 
desire and hope that Governor Goodrich may 
be spared to lead and direct the people of 
Indiana in patriotic service and duty to the 
nation—a work that has been notably put 
forward by the governor. From the time that 
America entered the war Governor Goodrich 
had thrown himself with high ardor and im- 
mense energy into the task of arousing and 
organizing Indiana for its duty to the nation 
and the nation's government.

One more good heave altogether will put 
the Boy Scout fund over the fifteen-thousand- 
dollar mark. It ought to be done. That sum 
of money is none too much to pledge to a 
work so important as soundly establishing 
and steadfastly promoting the Boy Scouts in 
Fort Wayne. 
Every dollar of the money is 
a gilt-edge investment in worthy manhood, in 
good citizenship, in national integrity and 
strength. 


The Boy Scouts of this city will more than 
pay back in service during the next three 
years the fifteen thousand dollars sought as 
a fund to guarantee that the work shall not 
be hampered or embarrassed by either the 
want of funds or the necessity of the boys to 
go out and raise the funds themselves, as 
hertofore has been the case.

With the fall of Riga and the danger 
threatening Petrograd, Moscow is be- 
ing mentioned as the possible capital 
of Russia. 
This ancient city has al- 
ways been one of the most important 
centers of Russia's political, social and 
cultural life. 


A. F. Kerensky, as leader of Russia, 
Moscow as Russia's capital, and the 
Russian peasantry as the foundation 
of the state and of its future political 
and economical development arc the 
dominant factors in Russia at the pres- 
ent time. Tliese factors combined may 
save, and, we are sure, will .save Rus- 
sia at this critical moment. 


The 
Russian 
Information 
Bureau 
therefore devotes its second bulletin to 
the recent visit to Moscow by Kerensky 
and by the secretary of agriculture, 
V. M. Chernov, the recognized leader 
of the Russian peasantry. 
The presi- 
dent of the Moscow Council of Soldiers' 
Delegates met Kerensky with the fol- 
lowing .speech: 


"I greet you in the name of the free 
garrison of Moscow and its elected rep- 
resentatives in the Council of Soldiers' 
Delegates. 


"Moscow, the heart of Russia, in the 
days of the great upheaval, joined the 
ranks of the revolutionary forces, and 
the Moscow garrison stood up valiantlj"- 
in defense of the new order. 
As you 
know, there were no violent outbreaks 
in Moscow. 


"We, the chosen representatives of 
the soldiérs of Moscow are glad to tell 
you that the Moscow garrison trusts 
you as its leader and comrade. 
The 
Moscow troops are going to fulfill their 
duty towai-ds the Russian people, their 
country, and the cause of liberty. Your 
faith in the soldier is ample assurance 
that the army is still alive. 


"The mighty waves of the revolution 
hurl you from one end of our great 
country to the other, from the front 
ranks of the army to the rear, and 
back again. 
You are our great organ- 
izing force. 
The entire army is anx- 
iously listening to you, the army trusts 
you. 
Your words find a response in 
every heart, spreading enthusiasm and 
faith in the triumph of the i-evolution. 
Long live our comrade. Secretary Ker- 
ensky!" 


Answering 
this 
speech, 
Kerensky 
said: 
"I am glad to hear these words 
from the representative of the Moscow 
Council of Soldiers' Delegates. 
I know 
that,Moscow consummated*the great 
change without bloodshed. 
I am hap- 
py that the Moscow garrison is so suc- 
cessfully 
oi'ganized. 
Certainly, 
the 
army is alive. 
All that uptil now has 
been hindering the army in its organ- 
ization has been just a disease from 
which the army is bound to recover. 
The army organized will be the strong- 
est bulwark of the i-evolution. 
Long 
live the revolutionary army of Russia!" 


Later, addressing an enormous aud- 
ience In one of the Moscow theau rs, 
Kerensky said: 


"Comrades and fellow citizens! 
We 
are all enthuslastc when we are to- 
gether. 
But I know that deep down In 
your hearts, in the hearts of many of 
you there is fear and doubt. 
The en- 
thusiasm springs from the conscious- 
ness that new Russia, born In liberty, 
will never die, that the struggle with 
monarchy is ended forever; that no 
power on earth can take liberty away 
from the people who have freed them- 
selves, and nobody can block the great 
drive of the creative forces of a free 
people. 
While rejoicing over all this, 
we at the same time realize that our 
country is living through a period of 
storm and stress, a per:od of acute-suf- 
fering. 
Comrades, was there ever a 
people who secured their, right to lib- 
erty without suffering and martyrdom ? 
E^very nation had to wade througli 
•treuils of blood and teara-. W«; «hall 


laying down our lives for great ideals, 
for the future happiness of Russia. 


"Think of what we were facing a few 
months ago. 
We saw our 
country 
breaking apart. 
But that was only 
the bursting of the old shell. 
Who is 
capable of thinking that we are living 
through a period of destruction? There 
shall be no such people among us! 
There are lovers of the sensational who 
see and emphasize only the dark sides 
of the revolution. 
But is it not true 
that whenever 
a.

suffers?

takes 
place without pain! 


"I was an optimist before the revo- 
lution. 
They called me naive. 
i?ut 
was not my optimism justified?

Individuals keep quiet! 
Let them not 
Insult the people by their gloomy pre- 
dictions. 
As premier and minister of 
war, I have the power to make all 
obey the will of 
the 
revolutionary 
people. 
The troops will do their duty 
towards the revolution and the country. 


"Do not think that you can condemn 
those of our men in the trenches who 
have lost their courage! 
Here-you are 
sitting comfortably in a magnificent 
hall, flooded with light, but over there 
people sit on the ground, among filth 
and vermin. 
They don't know during 
these three years, they have forgotten 
what it means to have a home or see 
their beloved ones. 
Can you condemn 
them! 


"Do your duty, not by words but by 
actions! 
Let everyone do his bit. Is it 
not enoutih to live and work in these 
times! 
The futux-e generations will 
envy us! 


"Look at the past, observe how grad- 
ually the will of the people grew; from 
individual^ dying for the cause of lib- 
erty while the masses looked on in 
morbid silence up to the final tremen- 
dous upheaval involving the whole na- 
tion. 
The field of battle grew ever 
larger until now it covers the entire 
earth. 
Now duty calls us all to rise to 
the occasion. 
Let every one respond 
to the noble call to do and die. 
Great 
deeds are always accomplished as the 
result of impulse r a t h ^ than calcula- 
tion. 


"We have enormous resources at our 
disposal—the strength of the people, 
still undeveloped but Increased through 
years of suffering."

We must send men, munitions, 
supplies to France if we are to "carry 
on" effectively. 
"Free speech" which 
works, directly or indirectly, to cut 
down the men. munitions or supplies 
through indecision, strikes, dissension 
and riot, acts as aid and comfort to 
our enemies. 
And that, according to 
an obscure docume»it known as the 
constitution of the United States, with 
which a large number of our pacifist 
friends seem to be unfamiliar, is trea- 
son. 
Among other limitations on free 
.speech has always been the prohibition 
of it.s use in treasonable form. 


AU of which leads to the logical con- 
rlu.sion that demociacy has a perfect 
ricjiit to suppress that sort of 
fieo 
.speech which tends to injure the body 
jiolitic, and that pacifist, pro-German 
and 1. W. W. agitators who shriek that 
the republic is in danger because offi- 
cers of the law won't let theiu preacli 
treason are talking rot. 


Washington strangled that sort of 
free speech, 
Lincoln 
choked it off 
when the nation's life was at stake, 
and, and if the country rs to do the 
work it has in hand and make this 
world a decent place to live in, free of 
the menace of Prussianism and mur- 
der, the sooner these protagonists of 
sedition and 
disloyalty, 
these blind 
apostles of craven pacifism, are muz- 
zled and silenced, the better for the 
nation—and themselves. 


For if the Prussian beast stalks vic- 
tor over the world, the only speech 
that will be free is "Hoch Der Kaiser!"

the war director of the Red Cross. As 
fast as the government starts new ac- 
tivities, such as the regulation of coal 
and wheat supplies and prices, Presi- 
dent Wilson appoints men to direct or 
manage 
these 
new 
activities, 
and 
through them he keeps in touch with 
what each new division or commission 
is doing. 


"And folks, 
practically 
the same 
thing is going on in every nation In 
the world today, especially the coun- 
tries that are at war. 
Each has its 
government consisting of departments 
and divisions, with managers, 
direc- 
tors and assistants. 
In fact, this is the 
way all big jobs are done in these 
times. 
The government of the United 
States has alwaj'S been a big organi- 
zation, even in the days of the thir- 
teen colonies and the 
Revolutionary 
war, but there is as much difference 
between the government in President 
Washington's time and in 
President 
Wilson's time as there is between the 
old praiiiii 
schooners—wagons 
that 
used to carry emigrants over the plains 
to the Pacific coast, and the big rail- 
way systems of today.

The sewing kit wanted by the Navy 
league is made of cotton kahki, sewed 
: 
with red thread—the marine corps 


• uniform colors. 
The kit is thirteen 
inches long and 
seven 
and a half 
inches wide, and has five pockets three 
and a half inches deep by two and a 


•. half inches wide. A top flap folds over 
the pockets and covers the contents of 
the kit. 
A red tape twenty inches 
long, sewed on the back of the center 
; 
pocket, ties the kit when rolled up. 


A pair of blunt pointed scissors four 
^ inches long; number one needles; a 
. thimble; an assortment of safety pins; 
- three 
cards 
holding 
heavy 
kahkl, 
' black and white thread and two safety 


pins strung with khaki buttons, com- 
prise the contents of the kit. 


These kits cannot be purchased by 
the government- and in order to pro- 
vide the men going to the firing line 
with these useful comforts 
women 
workers throughout the counti-y must 
make them. 
Local sections of the 
Navy league and all other women who 
will, are urged to begin this week. The 
comfort committee of the Navy league 
at Washington will furnish explicit 
directions as to how to make the sew- 
ing kits and will secure the distribu- 
tion of them to the sailors and ma- 
rines through individual channels in 
accordance with the instructions of 
the secretary of the navy.

CRUCIFIED BY THE HUNS, SERBIA IS UNDER THE HEEL OF AUSTRIA 
AND BULGARIA AND HER SOIL TERRIBLY DEVASTATED BY INVADERS 


Shocking story is Told in 
News Obtained Piecemeal 
by a Serbian official, Now 
in This Country—Fearful 
Story of Blood Comes from 
Ill-Starred Land.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 13.—"Bel- 
glum and northern France may 
be 
starved and strangled by the Germans, 
but Serbia is beingr crucified by the 
Austrians and the Bulbars. 
The two 
nations vie with each other in their 
cruelties. 
They are not deterred in 
part by public opinion as are the Ger- 
mans. 
News has come out of Belgium, 
but very little comes out of Serbia." 


The speaker was V. M. Yovanovltch, 
former professor in the University of 
Belgrade, for nearly two years official 
government 
"eye-witness" 
with 
the 
Serbian armies, and now in this city 
attached to the Serbian legation. 
For 
some time before coming here one of 
his principal duties in charge of the 
Serbian press bureau at Corfu, was to 
go through Bulgarian, Austrian 
and 
Hungarian newspapers 
for 
news of 
what was happening to Serbia. 


"When the Austrians and the Bul- 
gars got through, there may be no 
Serbian nation," he said. 
"Add to the 
losses in the fighting, the deaths from 
suppressions of Serb rebellions, the j 
deaths from disease and hunger, the : 
deaths from %vholesale executions for ' 
offenses never before punished so dras- 
tically, 
and 
you 
get 
an 
enormous 
figure. 


"The Austrians have one-third of my 
country, the Bulgars hold the 
rest. 
Before the war the population 
was 
4,660,000. 
Serbia's general 
loss 
in 
population amounts to 1,160,000. From 
this we may have to deduct 100,000 in 
the Serbian army at Salonika, 10,000 
wounded and reserves at Corfu and in 
Prance and Tunis, 154,000 prisoners 
In enemy countries, 
50,000 
civilians 
Interned, and 26,000 refugees. 
The 
200,000 prisoners or interned are for 
the greater part doomed to perish or 
become 
permanently 
incapacitated. 
So the Serbian losses are roughly al-

ready 1,000,000 souls—more than one- 
fifth of the entire population. 


"And the end is not yet. 
We know 
that 20,000 Serbs perished when they 
revolted at Nish and Prokuplie against 
Bulgar 
cruelties. 
According 
to 
a 
statement in the Austrian parliament 
by Otokar Ribar, the Bulgars have de- 
ported over 30,000 Serbs to Asia Minor, 
and about 8,000 Serbian girls, between 
the ages of 10 and 14, have been sent 
to the harems of Constantinople. 
They 
have also deported en masse all busi- 
ness men, officials, teachers and priests. 


"Serbian is no longer allowed in the 
schools—Bulgarians, teach the Bulgar 
language. 
In the churches Bulgarian 
priests preside. 
Serbian books which 
w#re not burned were converted into 
pulp for making new paper. 
Children 
are sent by the wholesale into Austria. 
In one Hungarian paper I saw that 800 
were interned at Brunau, and 
Hun- 
garian teachers had been supplied. The 
object, of course, is to denationalize 
them and to utilize their labor. 


"In the part of Serbia under control 


I of the Austrian Archduke Frederick 
I we learn from the 'Beogradske Novine,' 
I official organ of the Austrians, 
that 
death on the gallows is provided for 
; persons, men or women,.in whose pos- 
i session are found arms or explosives, 
I .for those who assist prisoners to es- 
cape, for having more food in the house 
than is permitted by the military, for 
retaining copper utensils after orderB 
to give them up, for conveying letters 
other than one's own. 


"Not 
long 
ago 
Sibin 
Yelechitch, 
. wealthy merchant of Brus, was hanged 
for refusing to reveal where private 
property of the Serbian crown prince 
. had been deposited. 
; 
"In the retreat of the Serb armies, 
the men buried arms and munitions on 
farms. When the Austrians find these 
things, they often hang the farmers, 
utterly ignorant of the 
whereabouts 
; of these implements of war. 


"People have been hanged because 
they either could not or. would not re- 
veal where Serbian state archives were 
hidden. 


"There is another and more refined 


way of ruining the survivors and that Is 
by seizing all their goods and money, 
either through taxes or other methods 
of robbery under color of military law. 


"The Austrians and Bulgars change 
the laws on taxation and customs, in- 
troduce new monopolies, abolish the 
moratorium, and force the inhabitants 
to subscribe to their war loans and 
make donations to their Red Cross. 
The evident aim is to bring about the 
economic ruin of the Serbs. 


"Although 
Serbian money 
in the 
open market is of more exchange value 
than Austrian and Bulgarian, the con- 
querors have arbitrarily reduced It by 
one-half, thus at one blow depriving 
Serbians of one-half of their savings. 
In many instances Serbian money has 
been taken by force from the people 
and Austrian money substituted, and, 
of course, not on equal terms. 


"The Bulgars have |rone a step far- 
ther. 
Whenever a Serb has left the 
country they have declared his estate 
'ownerless property,' and sold it for 
the benefit of the Bulgarian treasury."

You may laugh if you like, but there are simply heaps of officers (and 
some men not yet promoted) who wear corsets. 
So do some actors. And 
why not? Anything that holds a man up in these times is not to be sneered at. 
Even the man who acts, and thus cheers up tlie man who has been fighting and 
is merely stopping to get his breath, is a pillar of society in such times as these. 


It is not only men but women who must look to their figures. For a figure 
can't look to itself, you know. What Avith relief work of all kinds staring us in 
the face and keeping us awake nights, what we wear is by no means a neglible 
quantity.

Look over the new Redfern models (I know they are right, because 
yen see I have a hand in selecting them for you). 


Yes, skirts are longer (but not too long for health and convenience in 
walking when meant for walking) and eccentricity of cut has gone the way of 
all fleeting whims. 


Even novelty shoes are taboo. The viseful oxford is more worn than all.

If you want to see one with real smiles drop into the 
Avenue Mentaigne cantine and look at the American boys who aro here today 
but off to the front tomortow. That is the Y. M. C. A. headquarters, and I 
can tell you that the hostesses are the cream of the American colony and 
dressed by all the war arts of dress. 


It rains three-quarters of the time in Paris. New ram coats have crossed 
belts.! But most of those stay on their makers' premises. French women 
would rather get wet than put on rain coats or galoshes. That is to say except 
on the beach. At Drôuville, the smartest plage (beach) iki Francè, bathing is 
only the means of putting on something fetching. But as for ecoontric bathing 
costumeli I saw moi^ in Fifth Avenue shops in April than I ever saw in France.

Thursday to call on all pnyslcians of 
the city and to ask the doctors to as- 
certain the source of milk supply for 
all fa-milies where cases of sore throat 
develop. A record of th^e physician's 
reports will be kept fortwo weeks. At 
the end of that time the health offi- 
cers will make a bacteriological test 
of milk in all dairies reported as sui>- 
plying families ih which sore throat 
cases appear. 


If any of the dairies are found to be 
furnishing a source of throat contami- 
nation the condition wiil be remedies 
at once or the dairy will go out of busi- 
ness. 


A case of gastritis was reported to 
the health board on Wednesday, 
in 
which the source of stomach inflam- 
mation was believed to be a contami- 
nated milk supply. 
Immediate inves- 
tigation was made. 
The sun-oundings 
of the dairy, which furnishes milk for 
the home in which the sick child Is 
a member, were not to the liking of 
the health officials. 


Definite order 
was 
given 
to the 
dairy in question, which is one of the, 
largest in the city, that it must clean 
up it's surroundings to pass the inspec- 
tion of health officers within 
fort^- 
eight hours or quit business. The care- 
ful cleaning process is unaer way. 


"The milk supply is the most vital 
element in public health," said Dr. L. 
P. Drayer, Thursday.

Washington, Sept. 11.—The kaiser is 
playing for the highest stakes in his 
drive on Petrograd, the logical con- 
sequence of the capture of Riga. 


Two big ifs stand in the way: 
Moral 
weakening of the German people to 
sustain the hardships of another war 
winter, and a Russian rally. 


With Petrograd in his hands, 
the 
kaiser might dictate a peace to help- 
less 
Russia 
which 
would 
turn 
the 
Baltic sea into a German-Swedish lake, 
as it was before the rise of Russian 
power under Peter 
the 
Great. 
The 
separation 
of 
Finland 
f r o m 
Russia 
would result and the Finnish independ- 
ent party would line up with Gei-many. 


Sweden would very likely enter on 
the side of Germany with the object 
of restoring as far as possible the pow- 
er in the Baltic basin which she once 
possessed. 


The 
Baltic 
provinces 
of 
Russia 
stretching along the sea from Riga to 
Petrograd have a large German popu- 
lation, Including the dominant 
land- 
owning class. 
Annexation of these to 
Germany or their erection Into vassal 
states with Poland, Lithuania and Fin- 
land would extend German power far 
to the east and 
practically 
relegate 
Russia to her old status of an inland 
Asiatic power. 


Her only sea fronts would then be 
on the Pacific, overshadowed by Japan, 


and on the Black sea locked by t h e 
Turk. 


Russia as a modern power 
would 
cease to exist and her commercial ar- 
teries to the outside world would all 
pass through German territory. 


Capture of Petrograd would not only 
destroy the largest munition plants and 
machinery In Russia, but would cut of 
communication 
between 
Russia 
a n d 
her western allies. 
The new railroads 
tapping Russia's Arctic ports, which 
have been the main sources of sup- 
plies f r o m the 
outside 
world 
either 
pass through Petrograd or a little to 
the east. 


German control of Petrograd 
and 
Finland would make it impossible for 
the Russians to hold either th« rail- 
roads or the Arctic 
and 
White 
sea 
ports. 


Riga's fall makes tlie German 
a d - 
vance to Petrograd one of the war's 
simplest problems. 
In extending her 
armies from Riga to Petrograd, Ger- 
many for the first time would be a d - 
vancing into Russia with one fiank to 
protect instead of two. 


The left flank and rear of the army 
would be covered by the gulfs of Riga 
and Finland, both dominated by 
^ e 
German nav.v. 


The Russian Baltic fleet locked u p 
in Kronstadt harbor would be power- 
less against the Germany navj'. 
It Is 
inferior in gun power and is utterly 
disorganized, torn by mutinies.

The worst thing in the Russian sit- 
uation is the failure of Russia to un- 
derstand the 
United 
States 
and the 
failure of the United States to under- 
stand Russia. 


This is a million times more im- 
portant than the capture of Riga, fore- 
seen when I was in Petrograd and in 
itself not amounting to much. 


But the misunderstanding is a grave 
matter, likely to lead to consequences 
still more serious. 


Russia's misunderstanding about the 
United States is chiefly the work of 
the group of pro-German Highbinders 
in the United States senate, led by old 
Bill Stone, for these continually mis- 
represent 
and 
pervert 
the 
United 
States to the Russian mind. 


Our misunderstanding of Russia is 
due principally to the 
"good 
story" 
habit of the American newspaper and 
the fact htat the English speaking col- 
ony in Russia, as everywhere else, is 
reactionary and totally out of sym- 
pathy with the revolution. 


There are 180,000,000 people in Rus- 
sia. 
Every day among them will hap- 
pen about ten events, let us say, that 
might be cabled as news to America. 
On an average of about two of the ten 
are sent here. Everything depends up- 
on the choice of the two. 


By always picking out two that are 
depressing and ignoring eight that are 
encouraging I can. in three weeks pro- 
duce throughout the United States the 
fixed impression 
that everything in 
Russia has gone to perdition. 


It is the depressing and disturbing 
things that make what 
are 
called 
"good stories." 


Let us say that ten Russian regi- 
ments are ordered to the front. 
One 
refuses to go, nine obey. 
We get the 
one that refuses but not a word about 
the nine that obey. 


Hence, of course, we conclude that 
mutiny is rampant and universal in 
the Russian army. 


It is exactly the same way about the 


attitude of Russia and Russians to- 
ward the war and 
fighting. 


There is a certain element in Russia 
that is sick of the whole business and 
anxious to see peace made on any old 
terms—no doubt of that. 


There is a certain element among 
the soldiers htat would 
rather 
run 
! away than fight; no 
doubt 
of that, 
either. 


There is an element in the national 
council that still dreams of the uni- 
versal nation, all boundaries broken 
down and all governments except one 
abolished. 


There is an element on the German 
payroll that runs about preaching the 
German cause-and opposing any active 
warfare. 


There is an elmeent that yearns to 
see the war out of the way because 
I the war interferes with the vast pro- 
gram of social reforms to which this 
element is committed. 


Exery day in the week you can take 
the views and ideas of these elements 
and prove to your own perfect satis- 
faction that Russia will never 
fight 
again and Is on the point of deserting 
the allies. 


But none of these opinions would 
reflect aA'erage and typical Russia. 


In exactly the same way here a for- 
eigner 
could 
take 
La Follette and 
Gronna and prove that we are a na- 
tion of crack brained fanatics working 
for an autocratic form of govei-nmént, 
or take old Bill Stone and prove that 
we are a nation of yellow streaks. 


Average and 
typical 
Russia, like 
average and typical America—that is 
the thing that will decide, and the 
best way to get at real Russia was at 
the national 
council 
of workmen'.s, 
soldiers' and peasants' delegates. 


It is extraordinary that not one of 
the prophets that send out pessimism 
about Russia ever went near the coun- 
cil. Some of them did not know it ex- 
isted, and some had it all mixed up 
in their minds with the local council 
of Petrograd. 


In the council sat about 140 Bol- 
ahevics, or extreme radicals, for one 
reasofi or another in favor of imme- 
diate peace on any terms. 


Some of these are anarchists, some 
are 
syndicalists, 
some 
are- crooks, 
some are honest dreamers and some 
are mad. 


But on repeated test votes the larg- 
est they ever recorded for any pro- 
posal of theirs was 237; generally th^y 
cast 141. 


The great majority of the rest of 
the 830 delegates, representing aver- 
age and typical Russia, are in favor of 
vigorously carrying on the war. 


Nothing is ever said al>out them. 
All the attention is concentrated on the 
anarchists und dreamers. 
They make 
the "good story." 


The council adjourned July 7, leav- 


ing an executive committee of 250 to 
carry on the government until 
the 
council should be reconvened or the 
constituent assembly should be elected. 


The way this executive committee 
was made up shows exactly how the 
council was divided and reflects the 
views of Russians at large. 
Because, 
you are to remember, the council was 
elected by universal suffrage in every 
part of Russia. 


It was agreed that each 
political 
party should be represented in the 
executive committee in exact propor- 
tion to its strength in the council.

Under the circumstances I can see no 
valid reason why the laws of our City, 
relative to the storage and handling of 
gasoline in wholesale quantities

other companies for thirty years.

According to official statements the

Washington, Sept. 11.—The kaiser is 


playing for the highest stakes in his 
drive on Petrograd, the logical con- 
sequence of the capture of Riga. 


Two big Ifs stand In the way: Moral 


weakening of the German people to 
sustain tho hardships of another "war 
winter, and a Russian rally. 


With Petrograd in his hands, the 


kaiser might dictate a peaca to help- 
lasa Russia which would turn the 
Baltic sea into a German-Swedish lake, 
as It was before the rise of Russian 
power under Peter the Great. 
The 


separation of Finland from Russia 
would result and the Finnish independ- 
ent party would line up with Germany. 


Sweden would very likely enter on 


the side of Germany with the object 
of restoring as far as possible the pow- 
er in the Baltic basin which she once 
possessed. 


The Baltic provinces of Russia 


stretching along the sea from Riga to 
Petrograd have a large German popu- 
lation, including the dominant land- 
owning class. Annexation of these to 
Germany or their erection into vassal 
states with Poland, Lithuania and Fin- 
land would extend German power far 
to the east -and practically relegate 
Russia to her old status of an inland 
Asiatic power. 


Her only sea fronts would then he 


on the Pacific, overshadowed by Japan, 


and on the Black sea locked by tho 
Turk. 


Russia as a modern power would 


cease to exist and her commercial ar- 
teries to tho outside world would all 
pass through German territory. 


Capture of Petrograd would not only 


destroy the largest munition plants and 
machinery in Russia, but would cut ot 
communication between Russia and 
her western allies. Tho new railroads 
tapping Russia's Arctic ports, wlilch 
have been the main sources of sup- 
plies from the outside world either 
pass through Petrograd or a little to 
the east 


German control of Petrogra'd jCnd 


Finland would make it impossible for 
the Russians to hold either tha rail- 
roads or the Arctic and White sea 
ports. 


Riga's fall makes the German ad- 


vance to Petrograd one of- the war's 
simplest problems. In extending her 
armies from Riga to Petrograd, Ger- 
many for the flrst time would be -ad- 
vancing into Russia with one flank to 
protect instead of two. 


The left flank and rear of the army 


would be covered by tha gulfs of Riga 
and Finland, both dominated by the 
German navy. 


The Russian Baltic fleet locked up 


in Kronstadt harbor would be power- 
less against the Germany navy. It is 
inferior in gun power and is utterly 
disorganized, torn by mutinies.

for an autocratic form of government, 
or take old Bill Stone and prove that 
we are .a nation of yellow streaks. 


Average and 
typical Russia, like 


average and typical America—that is 
the thing that will decide, and the 
best way to get at real Russia was at 
the national 
council of workmen's, 


soldiers' and peasants' delegates. 


It is extraordinary that not one of 


the prophets that send but pessimism 
about Russia ever went near the coun- 
cil.
